2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe correctly the prop- 
erty to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of description, genuineness, authen- 
ticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are to be for 
a single article even though more than one article is included under a numbered item in the 
catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated as a “Lot” 
then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which is

bears the arms of the donor, a member of the Rucellai family, and the date MDXI 
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(1511), the same date as appears on the present frame. See Allan Marquand, Giovanni 
della Robbia, 1920, pp. 49-50, fig. 25. The slightly attenuated form of the cherub heads, 
with the double pairs of wings, is also characteristic of Giovanni’s work.

Note: Jan Leyniers, a member of one of the most famous of Brussels tapestry-weaving 
families, was the son of Everard Leyniers, and became associated with his father’s atelier, 
which he later expanded greatly; he received civil privileges in August, 1661 and entered 
into close relationship with the Court of Louis XIV, to which he was indebted among other 
things, for cartoons by Le Brun, including the History of Meleager and Atalanta. The 
present series, the Story of Moses, is one of his outstanding works; other important achieve- 
ments of the atelier include the series known as The Seven Arts, the History of King Clovis, 
the Story of Cleopatra, and the History of Alexander; he worked in collaboration with his 
family and also with the Reydams atelier. He was married twice, and died in 1686.

297. ROYAL BEAUVAIS TAPESTRY, AFTER JACQUES DUPLESSIS dated 1724 
LA TOILETTE DE LA DEESSE. View of a palatial pavilion terrace projecting into the 
swelling waters of the sea in the right foreground. At the left, before a cluster 
of foliated and swirled baroque columns, is seated the figure of Venus engaged 
with her toilet, attended by three nymphs and a winged amor bearing a golden 
ewer. Before this group, emerging from the sea, are two grotesque sea monsters 
blowing upon shell trumpets, and announcing the arrival of the goddess’ chariot, 
which is drawn by coiled dolphins and driven by winged amors, several of whom 
are flying in the air above the elaborate draperied canopy. In the central back- 
ground, figures of court ladies and gentlemen viewing the proceedings upon a 
series of terraced balconies. The border woven principally in shades of buff and 
tan with figures of Cupid, amors astride dolphins, pairs of bird figures and 
trophy panoplies enclosed within a series of canopied niches and male and fe- 
male corner masks, the top centring an oval trophy-festooned portrait medallion. 
Signed at lower left J. Vv. DUPLESSIS, INVENIT 1724. Woven in the finest wools, 
lavishly enriched with silk. At the top approximately fourteen inches have been 
turned under, and can be had as additional height.

Note: This important tapestry is one of a series of six, known as L’Ile de Cythére, 
(or, Le Temple de Vénus) executed from the cartoons of J. V. Duplessis in 1724-25 at the 
Beauvais ateliers under the direction of Mérou. The series is notable for the unusual richness 
of the border design, especially uncommon after the end of the seventeenth century; and very 
few examples could have been executed, since Gobel (v.7.) records only three known to him, 
viz. those in the Vente Polovtsoff of 1909; none of these three includes the present subject. 

Gobel hazards the suggestion that this series (which may, therefore, include the present 
tapestry) was the one exhibited at the Leipzig Fair in 1731 and purchased by Augustus the 
Strong, King of Poland. He adds (translation): “. . . The arrangement of figures and also 
the rich architectural panoramas are, from the point of view of both workmanship and color- 
ing, of the highest finish . . . . the coloring is powerful . . . . and composed with taste.”’ 

Duplessis’ works in tapestry are rare, since he was succeeded after a short period at 
Beauvais in July 1726 by Jean-Baptiste Oudry. Jules Badin records only two major works 
by him: L’I/e de Cythére (above mentioned), and a set known as the Histoire des Bohémiens.

The Celebrated Gobelins ‘Triomphe d’ Hercule’ 
after Coypel 


298. RoYAL GOBELINS TAPESTRY, AFTER NOEL COYPEL Circa 1700 
TRIOMPHE D'HERCULE. This tapestry is divided into two horizontal panels. The 
top panel is composed of a series of nine colonnetted niches, the brilliant lapis 
blue background of which is overlaid with a recurrent design of symmetrically 
placed wheel motives in a beautiful shade of golden tan. Seven of the niches 
centre the figure of Hercules engaged in one of his Labors, the two end ones 
depicting the hero setting out and returning from his journey. Starting from left 
to right, the labors are portrayed as follows: Hercules meets with Atlas; he 
struggles with the Bull of Crete; he destroys the Nemean Lion; he stands upon 
a throne flanked by the Lernian Hydra and the Nemean Lion; he crushes 
Antaeus; he kills the Centaur with his club; and he fights off the onslaught of 
the Stymphalian Birds. The upper portion of the composition is completed by 
two pendented military trophy panoplies. The lower section depicts two of 
the hero’s labors, and centres a cartouche-form architectural motive sup- 
ported upon a pair of sheathed dolphin figures, and surmounted by a pair of 
winged female terms; the whole portrayed before a background of brilliant 
scarlet draperies overlaid with a design of trailing floral branches. At the left 
Hercules brings the Dog Cerberus up from the lower world, assisted by Hermes 
and Athene; at the right he rescues Hippodamia, who is being carried off by the 
Centaur, and mortally wounds the latter. 


Particolored old gold and tan frame border woven with a series of alternate 
guilloche and leaf motives, the base centring a coroneted cartouche with royal 
monogram, the top the royal arms of France. Upper portion reduced, see infra. 
Woven in the finest wools, lavishly enriched and highlighted in silk.

Note: This magnificent tapestry comes from the series called Les Triomphes des 
Dieux, after the cartoons of Noél Coypel, executed under the direction of the Marquis de 
Louvois, from about 1686 onwards; the series was known at the Gobelins manufactory under 
the title of Arabesques de Raphael, certain grotesques, etc. in the design having been taken 
from his works; it comprises in all eight hangings. The present tapestry, the Triomphe 
a’Hercule, has been curtailed by the elimination of the upper third; the complete hanging 
is illustrated in Fenaille, (v. 7.) facing p. 222, showing the figures in mirror image to those 
of the present tapestry. The piece is remarkable for the superb preservation of the colors.

1633-4) ; he became dean of 
the Brussels tapestry guild in 1640, and about twenty years later tapestry weaver to the royal 
court. His most famous series include The Triumph of the Church and The Life of Man- 
kind, both after P. P. Rubens, The Story of Decius Mus and the Paradise series. Many of his 
finest works are to be found in the Royal Spanish collection.
